TEAM NOTES AGAINST SEATTLE 



• The teams have split the eight previous meetings between the two teams, 3-3-2 

• The Revs have posted a 2-1-1 record at Gillette Stadium against Seattle ... the 
club won the first two meetings at home: a 2-1 win on Sept. 26, 2009 and 3-1 win 
on Sept. 4, 2010 ... Seattle has claimed at least a part of the last two meetings in 
Foxborough, takinq the 2-1 win on Oct. 1, 2011, and a point in the 2-2 draw on June 
30,2012 

• The teams played to a 0-0 draw at Century Link Field in the only match played 
between the teams in 2013 

• Saturday's match is the only regular-season game between the two teams this 
season ... this is the third year in a row the teams will only meet once. 

• In six of the teams’ eight meetings, the clubs have combined to score at least three 
goals ... only three games have featured a shutout, including the teams' 0-0 draw in 
Seattle last year. 

• Four of the eight meetings have been one-goal contests ... each team is 2-2-0 in the 
one-goal games 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST SEATTLE 

• Shalrie Joseph, who is also a former Sounder (2013), has scored three goals in 
six appearances against Seattle ... Joseph’s three goals came as a member of the 
Revolution and in the first two meetings between the teams in 2009, and both goals 
were game-winning goals. 

• Diego Fagundez has two goals in two appearances against the Sounders ... he 
scored just his second career goal against Seattle on Oct. 1, 2011, and he then 
added the 95th-minute equalizer in the 2-2 draw on June 30, 2012 ... his 2011 goal 
came in his first career start... both of his goals came at Gillette Stadium 

• Two other players - Saer Sene and Chris Tierney - have single goals against the 
Sounders 

• Chris Tierney scored his first career goal when the Revs hosted Seattle on Sept. 4, 
2010 

• Daigo Kobayashi has two assists against Seattle in three appearances, all with 
Vancouver... both assists came in a 4-1 win over the Sounders at CenturyLink Field 
on Oct. 9, 2013 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 0-1-1 all-time against Seattle with a 1.50 goals against aver¬ 
age and one shutout... his first-ever MLS start came at Seattle on June 5, 2010, 
where he took the loss in the 3-0 defeat 

• Brad Knighton is 1 -1 -1 all-time against the Sounders with a 1.00 goal against 
average and one shutout... all three appearances came while he was a member of 
Vancouver Whitecaps FC

SEATTLE - Bobby Shuttleworth was credited with three saves and the Revolution’s 
league-leading defense kept its third clean sheet of the season as the Revs battled to a 
0-0 draw with the Sounders ... both teams had chances to break the scoreless tie in the 
final ten minutes ... Seattle’s Lamar Neagle scuffed a shot straight at Shuttleworth in the 
82nd minute and New England’s Jerry Bengtson nearly latched onto a long clearance in 
stoppage time - but ultimately the sides remained scoreless and shared the points.

TEAM NOTES 


REVS HOST LEAGUE’S BEST ON SUNDAY ... 

The Revolution hosts Seattle Sounders FC at Gillette Stadium this Sunday, May 11, in the only 
meeting between the two teams this season ... Seattle currently boasts a league-best 7-2-1 
record (22 pts.)... the Revs (4-3-2,14 pts.) are currently tied for first in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence with Kansas City (4-2-2,14 pts.), Houston (4-4-2,14 pts.) and New York (3-2-5,14 pts.) 
...the Revs and Sounders last met on April 13, 2013, playing to a 0-0 draw at Century Link 
Field in the teams’ only meeting last year. 

... AND WELCOME BACK A FAMILIAR FACE 

Clint Dempsey who began his MLS career in New England with the Revolution in 2004, is 
expected to make his first appearance against his former club when Seattle visits Gillette 
Stadium on Sunday ... Dempsey spent three years with the Revs, from 2004 through 2006, 
making 71 appearances (70 starts), while scoring 25 goals and adding 14 assists on his way 
to 2004 MLS rookie of the year and 2005 and 2006 MLS Best XI honors before transferring to 
Fulham FC (England) in January 2007. 

OFF TO A GOOD START 

The Revs have surged to the top of the Eastern Conference in recent weeks after starting 
the season 0-2-1 ... in the club’s last six games, the teams has posted a 4-1-1 record and are 
currently tied for first in the East... the hot start has the Revs in at least a tie for first place at 
this point in the season for the first time since 2008 ... in 2008, the Revs had the best record 
at the All-Star Game break (9-4-3), but finished the regular season in third place in the East 
(12-11-7). 

TOP TEAMS MEETING ON SUNDAY 

Sunday’s match is set to feature the top two teams in each MLS conference ... the Revs are 
co-leading the Eastern Conference (with Kansas City, Houston and New York - all with 14 
points)... Seattle is on top of not only the Western Conference (22 pts.), but also the top team 
in MLS. 

TOP-FIVE WINNING PERCENTAGE TEAMS 

Sunday’s match features two of the league’s top five teams in terms of overall winning per¬ 
centages ... Seattle’s .750 mark (7-2-1) leads the league, while the Revolution’s .556 winning 
percentage (4-3-2) is tied for fifth in MLS, and second in the Eastern Conference.

LONE WESTERN TEST FOR SOME TIME 

Sunday’s match against Seattle Sounders FC is the Revs’ last against a Western Conference 
opponent before MLS’ World Cup break ... since April 5, the Revs have played five straight 
matches against Eastern Conference opponents, posting a 3-1-1 record ... the last time the 
Revs played a Western Conference opponent was March 29, when the club earned a 2-1 road 
win at San Jose ... the Revs have gone 1-0-1 against the Western Conference this season. 

SPRINGING INTO MAY 

The Revs continued their solid play from the month of April right into May with a 2-1 win over 
Toronto last Saturday at BMO Field ... after falling on the road in D.C. to start the month of 
April, the Revs have surged into a tie for first place in the Eastern Conference behind a four- 
game undefeated streak (3-0-1), picking up home wins over Houston and Kansas City and 
earning a draw on the road in Chicago and last weekend's win at Toronto ... last season, the 
Revs enjoyed a successful month of May going 2-1-2 in five games. 

STOUT REVS DEFENSE FACES TOUGH TASK 

Sunday’s match against Seattle is set to feature one of the league’s top defenses against its 
top offense ... New England’s defense is tied for fourth in MLS, allowing 1.11 goals per game, 
while Seattle boats MLS’ top attack with a league-best 22 goals and a 2.20 goals per game 
average ... Seattle’s attack is led by USMNT captain - and former Rev - Clint Dempsey, who 
has a league-leading eight goals and three assists on the season. 

FORTRESS FOXBOROUGH COMING UNDER ASSAULT 

The Revolution has treated Gillette Stadium like its own fortress this year... in three home 
games this season, the Revs have yet to concede a goal and have posted a 2-0-1 record ... 
the Revs’ .833 home winning percentage (2-0-1) is the best in MLS, while the team’s home 
0.00 goals against average also tops the league charts ... Seattle enters Sunday’s game with 
the league’s best road record, going 3-0-1 in four away matches ... the Sounders average 
2.75 goals per game on the road, the league’s best road scoring mark.

MULLINS OPENS UP REVS ACCOUNT 

Patrick Mullins, the Revs’ second pick (11th overall) in the 2014 MLS SuperDraft, earned 
his second start of the season at Toronto last Saturday ... the rookie made the most of his 
opportunity, scoring his first career goal in the 24th minute to level the game at 1-1, and then 
drew a penalty that led to Lee Nguyen’s game-winning goal in the 82nd minute ... along with 
being involved in both goals against Toronto, Mullins showed well up top as the lone forward, 
providing strong hold-up play and putting defensive pressure on Toronto’s physical back line. 

PENALTIES BECOMING THE NORM FOR NGUYEN 

For the third straight week, Lee Nguyen stepped up to the penalty spot and converted for the 
Revs ... Nguyen now has four goals on the season, with three coming from the penalty spot 
... Patrick Mullins had a shot handled in the box in Toronto last Saturday with the game tied at 
1-1, and referee Mark Geiger signaled for the penalty ... Nguyen stepped up and buried a shot 
to Julio Cesar's left to give his team the lead in the 82nd minute ... of Nguyen’s four goals this 
season, two have been game-winners, tied for second in MLS. 

TIME TO START WATCHING NGUYEN? 

After another impressive 90-minute performance against Toronto last Saturday MLSsoccer. 
corn’s Matthew Doyle believes Lee Nguyen is the best player in MLS that fans aren’t watching: 
“There’s been a disappointing lack of buzz for Nguyen so far this year, given that he’s been 
playing at a BestXI level... Nguyen's positioning and close-guarters skill unbalanced 
Toronto [last Saturday], and his ability to get out of those close quarters and into space is 
what changed the game after the first 15 minutes. He ended up outplaying (Michael) Bradley, 
becoming more influential as the game went on and tilting most of the best chances towards 
the Revs even as possession tipped 60-40 to TFC ...he is the best player in MLS that nobody 
is talking about at the moment. But after [last] weekend, that should change." 

KOBAYASHI ADDS ANOTHER HELPER 

Daigo Kobayashi added his second assist as a member of the Revs in the team’s 2-1 win in 
Toronto last Saturday ... Kobayashi, who had four assists in 30 appearances with Vancouver 
in 2013, already has two assists in just nine appearances with the Revs ... Kobayashi’s assists 
this season have both set up teammates' first career goals: on Patrick Mullins’ goal in Toronto 
last Saturday and on Kevin Alston's goal against Houston on April 12. 

MILESTONE FOR SHUTTLEWORTH 

Bobby Shuttleworth made his 50th career MLS start last Saturday in the team’s 2-1 win in 
Toronto ... all of Shuttleworth’s 52 appearances have come as a member of the Revolution ... 
the sixth-year keeper began his career with the Revs in 2009 and made his first career start in 
2010 ... this season, Shuttleworth is tied for fourth in MLS in shutouts with three (tied with San 
Jose’s Jon Busch and Salt Lake's Nick Rimando) and is tied for sixth in goals against average 
with a 1.11 mark. 

BENGTSON GETS EXPECTED CALL-UP FOR HONDURAS PRE-WORLD CUP SCHEDULE 

Jerry Bengtson was called up to the Honduras National Team for its pre-World Cup schedule, 
which begins in late May ... Bengtson, who was CONCACAF's leading scorer during World 
Cup Qualifying, has 41 career caps and has scored 19 goals for Honduras ... Bengtson is part 
of the 23-man roster that was called in by Honduras technical director Luis Fernando Suarez 
for the country’s matches against Turkey (May 29 in Washington, D.C.), Israel (June 1 in 
Houston) and England (June 7 in Miami)... Honduras’ final World Cup roster is expected to be 
announced before FIFA’s June 2 deadline. 

LONG STRETCHES BETWEEN HOME COOKING 

New England has played just three matches at Gillette Stadium this season, the second-lowest 
total in MLS this year... of the team’s nine matches overall, six have been away from home, 
while three have been in Foxborough ... only one team has played fewer home matches than 
New England: LA ... LA has played just two home game but has only played six matches 
overall... New England has already played nine matches this season. 

BACK-AND-FORTH SCHEDULE 

After opening up the season with five of its first seven games on the road, the Revs are now 
settling into a pattern of home and away games until early June ... after Sunday's match

road contests. 

REVS WAITING FOR DAYS GONE “BYE” 

With their designated bye weekend coming in Week 22 of the schedule (Aug. 9-13), the Revo¬ 
lution will be the last team in MLS who will enjoy a bye weekend outside of the league’s World 
Cup break ... with the exception of Portland - who does not have an in-season bye week in 
their schedule besides the World Cup break - every other team in MLS will have enjoyed at 
least one bye weekend before the Revs sit out Week 22 of the schedule ... this year’s sched¬ 
ule is a stark change from the 2013 slate that saw the Revs have two bye weeks in the first six 
weeks of the schedule: Week 1 and Week 6. 

DEFENSE FINDING ITS WAY BACK 

After allowing four goals in the season opener, the Revolution’s defense has been on a 
steadying course ever since ... while the Revs have a team goals against average of 1.11 after 
Saturday’s win at Toronto, New England has a team GAAof 0.75 in its last eight games ... the 
team’s 1.11 GAA is tied for fourth in the league, while its three shutouts are tied for fifth... in 
2013, the Revs had one of the MLS’ stouted defenses, allowing 1.12 goals per game (to tie for 
third in the league) and led MLS in shutouts with 14 - a club record. 


effort as a sophomore ... Farrell, who played all of his minutes in 32 matches at right back 
last year, has seen time at both right back and center back in 2014 ... he’s been named to 
MLS’ team of the week three times already this season - once as a right back and two as a

growing beard for the season. 

EARLY IRONMAN CONTENDERS 

Teal Bunbury, Bobby Shuttleworth and A.J. Soares are the Revs’ only three players that have 
played all 810 minutes this season ... Bunbury has seen all of his time on the attack (both at 
forward and on the right wing) and has scored one goal and added one assist... Shuttleworth 
has started in goal in each of the team’s nine games, while Soares has been a staple at the 
center back position in each match ... in 2013, only one Revs player played every minute of 
every game: Jose Goncalves.

FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 



Long before the sewing of the American flag as we know it - before there were the United States, 
and hundreds of years before its slightly-altered stars and stripes emerged on the Revolution club 
badge - a flag of a different design was fbwn proudly in the early colonies that now comprise New 
England. 

Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill featured a red 
flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the New England colonies. 
While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, over time, the design stood out as a 
symbol of honor for the territory. 

It was a reflection of unification. It's fbwn as an homage to the region’s pride and passion. 

No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag of New 
England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s inception in 1996. 

With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag of New Eng¬ 
land now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the region’s revolutionary history, 
and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 

Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the most mean¬ 
ingful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives in honor on the back of 
every New England Revolution jersey. 

Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded that the 
club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to proudly represent the 
historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field, each and 
every game.
